The May- 
or of Consuegra puts the loss of life in 
Ihat city alone at g,ooo. 
The town it- 
self is a heap of rums, surrounded by a 
vast expanse of waier in which numer- 
ous corpses arú 
floating. 
The stench is 
30 horrible tiiat thé officials have tele- 
graphed tor limé to prevent an outbreak 
of disease. 
The ^government 
has set 
apart ¿100,000 for relief purposes. 


The correspondents of the Spanish 
and foreign newspajiers who have been 
able to reach Consuegra describe it as 
''a city of the dead." Previous to floods 
the town presented a busy aspect. Now 
on every side are leriible signs of de- 
struction. The rumbling of deal.h carts 
grates horribly upon th^e ear as those 
ghastly vehicles .pass slowly from house 
to house, from street to street, gather- 
log ^ body here 
and a body 
there, 
heaping them upon.others already pois 
cning the air about these equipages of 
Ihe dead and conveying their sickening 
loads to the commun trenches dug for 
their réception.- 


The streets everywhere are torn up, 
washed out and filjed with all kinds of 
wreckage, principally furniture, the re- 
mains of downstri^ken 'dwellings and 
domestic goods of.all descriptions.

remains, 
stray 
liuibs; 
headless 
trunks are sometimrs seen protruding 
from heaps of mud covered 
wreckage 
and half concealed tthereby, but pain- 
fully visible to thû inhabitants of that 
severely visited town. 


The depth of the flood at Consuegra 
can be guaged from'the fact that the 
water rose sixteen feet in the Church of 
St. John the î3ilptrfo.\Vn estimate made 
ot the damage to .property in and about 
Consuegra places the loss at ^2,500,- 
000, not including the money and val- 
uables buried everywhere in the mins 
of that until recently happy and pros- 
perous Spanish town. 


Some idea of the force of the rush- 
ing waters can be gathered from the 
fact thai, the flood lifted bodily from 
the ground the entire framework of a 
good-sized suburban residence anci car- 
ried it almost as it was taken up for 8 
miles. There are numbers of other and 
similar instances of the strength 
and 
depth of the flood which has plunged 
thousands into mourning and impover- 
ished an entire countryside.

Upon the first day of August the boys 
found themselves sitting upon an ancient 
stump and eating ash cake as they gazed 
at the Okalaloo sullenly 
flowing 
past 
their new home. 
Three days later a

A good trial was made 
with the machines of Walter A. Wood, 
and while the representatives of the dif» 
ferent makes of reapers and binders pres- 
ent were not satisfied with 
the 
results 
shown, they expressed the belief that the 
devices introduced might be so improved 
that the desired results in efficiency and 
and cheapness might be obtained. Local 
dealers in machines seem to concur ia 
this belief, but farmers are still skepti- 
caL

— Ttie Tea Taster's Art — An Aes- 
thetic Sample- Room. 


I visited in Kobe, Japan, a tea-firning 


godovrn, an immense and most interest- 
ing establishment, bat I -would not ad- 
vise any one who is fond of tea to make 
AH eSort to see it fired and prepared for 
jmarket. It is a privilege rarelj granted 
.and I appreciated it, bus it did not in- 
zensif y my fondness for tea. 


There were 1800 men, women and 


.boys employed, and if I had nerer had a 
glimpse of Japan before and should never 
Jiave another that visit to the tea firing 
jjodown -would have left me a wealth ol 
.impressions in regard to the people or 
that curious land. We were first takea 
into the sample room. 
It was crowded 


with Japanese farmers who had brought 
in the samples of their tea crop, by 
•which they make their sales. The walls 
-were lined" with tin canisters, labelled 
with numbers, containing the samples 
for comparison when the whole quantity 
is received. ^Notwithstanding it was an 
.apartment of the strictest business and 
-contained nothing but what was necessarv 
to the business, yet Japanese taste and 
•decoration had made it attractive. The 
gaudy trade labels which we see on tea 
boxes in grocery stores were worth ex- 
.amination in a collection of such great 
-extent. Each grocer in the United States 
who imports Japanese tea has his own 


• him — 


protected 


by law. The names of Kansas villages, 
-California towns, New England hamlets 
stared at us with important conspicuous- 
aess. 
Chrysanthemums, storks, dra°-- 


-ons, lotus blossoms, the jolly god of 
wealth and a host of grotesque dieties 
-rioted in brilliant array. 


Another agreeable bit of this apartment 


was & set of shelves filled with caddies 
and tea pots of satsuma, so-called, each 
-containing a pound of the best tea of this 
house. 
They were prettily decorated

for the use of the tea taster — an impor- 
tant functionary. 
On it was a bronze

baby house teacups which have sur- 
•vived, in this bereft condition, some im- 
mense. unluckly crash. 
A professional 


-''taster" is employed for the season. lie 
-spends the days sipping, smacking and 
.-spitting, for the tea must noc be swal- 
lowed and the spitting act is what brings 
.-out the Savor and decides the qualitv. 
Three or four cups at one time have tea 
leaves of different qualities put ia them 
-and the boiling water poured on, then 
they are tasted in turn and the quality 
-decided ; if one sampie should be swal- 
lowed the others might be influenced bv 
it, which accounts for the spitting. 
"We 


-•were very much fascinated with the tea- 
bibbicjr corner and wanted, too, to sip 
and srnaek and spit, but until we were 
-assisted with information as to which

.^were very much fascineted with the tea-

but until we were 
assisted with iniormation 
as to which 
was the most expensive sample we often 
decided in favor of the cheapest ones. 
That did not prove that ^-e were unac- 
• customed to good tea, but that our dis- 
-cernment had not been cultivated on 
the proper spitting system. 


From tiiis very entertaining ofiice we 
passed to the placo of the preparation of 
the coloring powder. 
In a long, low, 
dim shed rose a greenish blue dust from

S. W, Ware, of Joplin, wants to know 
why his cow gives bloody milk, which 
comes sometimes from ono teat and 
sometimes from all of thom, though tho 
one teat is always worse than the others, 
' It is tho last of tho milking that is 
bloody, tho first being only slightly col- 
ored. 
From this description, replies C, 
W. Murtfcldt, tho cow's udder has prob- 
ably received some local hurt. 
Tho 
driver or someone may have cast a etono 
or a stick without intent to hurt tho 
cow, but unfortunately ho or she did 
afilict tho animal and make a bruise. 
If 
she still gives bloody milk, make a care- 
ful examination 
for the seat of 
tho 
trouble, and if found heal it up. 
If a 
wound, wash it clean and use hog's lard. 
That another teat may also bo affected 
may como from the proximity of the 
trouble or from sympathy, much as if a 
man has a sore eye tho other eye may 
also become sore. 
If the cow continues 
to give bloody milk,and from more than 
one teat, she had better bo dried up, 


plo a gargety cow—tho worst in tho list.. 
There aro but few cases of that 
els» 
which cannot bo controled by proper 
feeding and a judicious use of saltpeter.^ 
In a bad case I would say do not feed 
corn meal or oil meal. 
Feed wheat bran, 
mill-feed, ground 
oats, or any other 
cnsily.digestod, 
milk-producing 
food; 
and give night and morning a 
great 
spoonfbol of saltpeter (if so much proves 
to bo necessary) dissolved and mixed 
with lior grain rations. 
For feeding a 
healthy animal I would add to tho above 
list gluten meal and a small ration of 
cotton-seed meal, omitting tho 
latter 
during tho last two or three weeks pre- 
vious to kUling. 
Well-cured, early-cut 
clover hay is preforablo to any other 
dry feed. 
Turnips and cabbage can bo 
fed quite freely during tho earlier stages 
of meat production, without injury to 
tho milk or butter, if fed ten or moro 
hours before milking, as] during that 
time her breath, skin, and kidneys will 
havo eliminated all tho odor from her 
system. 
Givo milk-producing, muscle- 
sustaining food. 
Focd only that which 
is sweet and free from mold. 


As a rulo I think it better to keep tho 
beef cows farrow and in milk; and with 
good keeping, wo get a fair quantity of 
extra good milk, the cows often paying 
for their keeping up to tho last day. 
In 
Avinter, for a few weeks previous to kill- 
ing, givo tho animal enough beets—susrar

, fattened and sold for beef.

r.ESTOniNG SOIL PERTILITr, 


There aro two methods of restorin^r 
the lost fertility of the soil. 
One is by 
the^ application of needed constituents 
derived from soils 
and sources other 
than the land on which they are to be 
used. 
This involves a'direct outlay of 
monew and at once tho question arises, 
Will itVpcy? 
In it are included the min- 
eral elements of plaut food, such as the 
potash and nitrates from foreign mines 
guano—the excrement of sea fowl, orig- 
inally derived irom the sea—and pho's- 
phate rock, all more or less entering in- 
to the cou?tituents of tho commercial 
fertilizers now so common. 
The other 
may be said to be furnished, directly or 
indirectly, by the soil itself. 
The most 
direct way in which the soil can be made 
to fertilize itself while under cultivation 
is by the growing of plants whoso de- 
composition will return to it a greater 
measure of fertility than was abstracted 
for their production. 


While something had been learned in 
this direction through farm experience, 
it was not until science came to the aid 
of agriculture that the plants best fitted 
for soil renovation and the reason for 
preferring them as such became known. 
Science and experience having jointly 
determined that clover, peas and other 
plauts of their class are che ones spec- 
ially adapted to furnishing this require- 
ment, 
it 
consequently 
follows 
that 


or long blood red preferred—to keep her 
bowels in a healthy condition; it may 
take half a busluil or not moro than half 
a peck a day. Never overfeed; never spoil 
the appetite. 
Undigested food makes 
no blood; imperfectly digested food 
makes impure blood, and impure blood 
cannot make good uieat. 
A littlo salt- 
petre tends to allay fever—which is 
often an attendant of high feeding—and 
stimulates tho kidneys to throw oil any 
impuries from the blood, 
Tho animal 
when killed should be in a thriving, gain- 
ing condition, not on the shrink. 
lie- 
member that tho juiciness of tho meat 
depends largely upon how the cow was 
fed for two or three weeks before kill- 
ing, and that tho flavor depends upon 
what it was fed for the two or three days 
previous to killing. 
Our seacoast butch- 
ers do not allow salt marsh hay to be fed 
to their animals for a few days before 
killing; and turnips are not allowedany- 
Avhero. A man who was an army butcher 
during tho war said that they 
turned 
some cattle into a wheat field in Virginia 
one night, and some of the cattle were 
killed the next day, but that tho meat 
couldn't be eaten by any one but a 
Frenchman; and, on examination, 
it 
was found that field garlics wero grow- 
ing among the wheat, and the cattle had 
eaten freely of them. 
There can be no 
hard and fast rules for feeding; animals 
differ, and the same animal requires dif- 
ferent feeding at different times. Before 
turning out, in changing from dry feed 
to pasture, givo in the morning all the 
hay they will eat, and for their grain 
ration give mostly corn meal—scalded if 
convenient—continuing tho daily rations 
of meal for three or four weeks, and tho 
hay as long as they will eat it. 
A full 
ration of immature grass is as bad for a 
cow as green apples lor a boy. 
Fcr a 
butter producing cow in dog da^^a, I pre- 
fer ground oats to any other ono kind of 
feed. 
It makes sweeter and firmer bet- 
ter than most other Mnds of 
feeJ. 
Through the summer feeJ primarily for 
mrlk and butter, but always keep the 
cows gaining in flesh and yet not too 
much in fat,—Ainencan 
AgricultuHst.

This opens up the subject of tho best 
rotation of crops and furnishes a wide 
iield, not only for the farmer's own ex- 
periments, but also for a judicious use 
qf the knowledge which the numerous 
experiment stations of the country are ' 
yearly placing within his reach without 
direct cost to himself.

FARM AND GARDEN NOTES, 


By having tho poultry yard in a sandy 
or gravelly soil much slush is avoided. 


Horses affected with tho heaves are 
seldom cured, but tho difiiculty may bo 
lessened by shaking tho hay, cutting it, 
and moistening it well before feeding. 


As long as the animal eats all tho food 
you givo it nothing is wasted. 
Do not 
lessen the supply because tho quantity 
required is less than you wish to givo. 


Fully one-half of the failures with 
brooders aro due to want of care in keep- 
ing warm. Brooders should be arranged 
so that there will bo no corners into 
which the chicks can crowd. 


At tho season 
when tho 
market- 
gardener is busy disposing of his crop 
of peas, beans,cucumbers, lettuce,onions^ 
beets and radishes, he should be taking 
advantage of every moist day to set out 
celery plants. 


Wool must be equally strong the en- 
tire length of the fiber, or necessaril}' it 
will bo of less value to tho manufacturer; 
and wool of that kind can not bo growa 
unless the sheep is kept in good condi- 
tioh all the time, 


All butter tubs should be soaked ia 
strong salt brine for two or three days 
before packing and then filled with but- 
ter to within one-half inch of the top; 
then cover with a cloth and a past© of 
fine salt and water, which should be 
pressed against tho tub so as to exclude 
air from tho butter. 


All kinds of foods may be relished by 
stock, but the food that gives the best 
results is that which i». most easily di- 
gested and assimilated. 
The individual 
characteristics of an animal should ba 
considered in feeding. 
Some animals 
will digest certain foods which 
would 
not be beneficial to their associates. 


When the peach trees lose their dark 
green color and tho leaves drop off pre. 
maturely, examination of the trees should 
bo made for the borer or for lice around 
the roots.

Separate two yolks of eggs from the 
•whito^, mix with them one 
tablespooa- 
ful of butter, two of vinegar, a saltspooa-

do not let them boil; draw the saucepan
